MADISON. Wis. — Ever 
line# last Bastille Day, the- 
little-known radical leader 
who hai been called the Karl 
Marx of the Ylppie move- 
ment has been sitting In a 
county Jail cell here — **in 
exile/* ta he puts Hr- 

Dana^Beal. 25 years old 
gTTd~tTr‘g6me ways young, 
very young, for his age. was 
a founder of the Youth In- 
ternational Party. He would 
be as familiar to the public 
as Abble Hoffman or Jerry 
Rubin (as he himself has 
speculated rather wistfully) 
were it not for a difference 
In personality and the fact 
that Beal has operated un- 
, derground since 1967, when 
he Jumped $3,000 ball on a 
New York charge t)f selling 
LSD to a minor. 

Jail has not prevented 
him, however, from plan- 
ning strategy and tactics for 
the counterculture at the 
1972 Democratic National 
Convention in Miami Beach. 

It was a Yippie disciple, 
A. J. Weberman, biographer 
of Bob Dylan, who said that 
Beal “is the Karl Marx of 
the Yippies, whereas Abble 
Hoffman is the Groucho 
Marx.** The title is based on 
the >fact that Beal was 
among the first to propose 
linking the psychedelic cul- 
ture and the youth radical 
movement 

An early leader of New 
York’s Proves, the origina- 
tor of smoke-ins during 
1087’s “summer of love,” he 
helped guide the group 
through Us evolution Into 
the - underground Weather- 
men and the aboveground 

Yippies. — 

f Hoffman called Beal “a 
unique blend of street per- 
son and theoretician** whose 
political writings *‘are far 
more Important and imprea* 


Jerry Riibin,** and Rubin has 
said Beal’s writings “were a 
•trong force in helping us 
understa pd who j sre are.** 

Known to many In the 
movement only as a voice 
on the phone, BeaTs reputa- 
tion as a mystery man was 
enha?iced during his four 
years In exile, what with 
changing pseudonyms every 
six jnionths (*Taul Yippie,** 
**Georg4 Metesky,** **Jim 
Crewo,*y*Leon Yipsky* ) and 
Yho^ ng I constantly' [rom" 
Canada to Mexico and points 
between. 

“I figured If I stayed out 
of Jnil long enough there 
wou1rln*t be a government,** 
he fnld later, with his gener- 
ation's characteristic mix- 
ture of naivete, cynicism 
and the desire to shock. 

Arrested by Madison po- 
lice for hitchhiking (“I 
should have taken the bus, 
but it was such a beautiful 
day 1 let my guard down”), 
the long-haired youth was 
found to be carrying 69 bags 
of niarijuana, according to 
inverligatfH*w^- — Pkiinclothes 
dcterlives who had been 

searching for him in the 
area- he had been around 
Madison nearly two yean — 
broucht up a 1970 charge of 
sellinf^ hashish, and other 
warrants immediately came 
to liizht from New York 
City, Milwa ukee and, federal 
agencies. 

Beal Is due to be released 
April 14, at which time he 
plans to return to New York 
to go to trial on the 1967 
charge, now reduced to a 
misdemeanor, according to 
his attorney, William M. 
Kunstler. — •

eventually berpm^^ nurh a 
problem that last month Jail 
officials limited the press to 
phoned interviews, later 
compromising at one press 
visit a week. 

Many of the visitors, ac- 
cording to Thomas K For- 
cade of the Underground 
Press Syndicate— himself a | 

pivotal figure in counter- ■ 

culture communications for 
Some years — were associates 
bringing news and seeking 
advice about future plans. 

Forcade confirmed BeaTs 
high reputation among his 
peers and insisted that 
BeSTs influence has not 
waned. 

'The movement people 
have been keeping in close 
touch with him right along,** 

Forcade said in a phone call 
from New York. “He would 
use us as a mail drop and 
phone drop (Beal rarely an- 
swered a phone himself) 
when he was going around 
the coun try.” y 

“He’s a quiet _p risoner,” 
commenteSTcaptFred Kie- 
fer of the Dane County 
Sheriffs Department. “If he 
had a phone in there we’d 
never know he was around.” 

After a cursory, apologetic 
patling-down, Kiefer admit- 
ted a reporter to an hour’s 
cJosed-door Interview with 
Beal. ^ 

Beal, clad in herringbone 
denims, gave a Black Power 
thumb -hook handshake 
(which Interviewer muffed), 
said he had Just been awak- 
ened by the 11 a.m. visit, 
complained about what he 
saw as a curtailment of his *■ ' " — 
rights and talked of suing 
for unlimited visiting privi- ^ » 
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The tactics will be Disrup- 
tive but not violent; rWe'!! 
•void getting busted unless 
we have to on principle. We 
won’t force ’em to bloody 
our heads.” There w ^ l l be 
smoke-ins, “real* sick guer- 
rilla theater" and selective 
trashing of specific targets. 

What will the Yipples do 
with the TV and other 
media if they capture their 
•ttc^ntion or if they get into 
key meetings? “We’ll bring 
up victimless crime, which 
we want to abolish. Police 
. jvaste too much t lm. on the 
kinds of crimes that don’t 
really hurt anybody (like 
mutual-consent sex acts). We 
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Jail may have kept Beal 
from more active leadership, 
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tradition of imprisoned lead- 
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*‘*I don’t think LSD should 
be handed around to private 
citizens/’ he said* “I nolircd 
that when, our people wore 
taking it daily they didnH 
pet much done politically, 
h/ow It’s often adulterated 
with S TP, which does actual 
la the ej^e, or other 
things that damage the 
’ brain. I might try some 
♦again if I were sure of its 
purity. But it’s unstable, you 
know. Perisbatrle. It breaks* 
down Into ergot at 85 de- 
grees. Body heat will do it/’ 

On the other hand, Bral " 
still favors legalization of 
marijuana and wants it to 
be free — '*that’s a revolu- 
tionajy^ demand/’ he poinied 
out. literally, with his index 
finger. ’’Morally wte should 
get free pot, aft* what 
they’ve done to us.’’* \ 

I>SD would be useiul. he 
noted later. In pacifying po- 
lice and other Instruments 
of the state once it had been, 
destroyed. nVe’d like to 
avoid blood.shedif pos.siblr'/’ 
Asked what the revoIuiJon- 
aries planned to do afler 
they have brought the stale 
to Ua knees, blown up its 
buildings, subdued its armies 
with drugs and gained at 
long last the undivided at- 
tention of a dimly oerceived 
and much -patronized body 
known as ’’the majority/’ 
Beal expounded some of the 
theories on which his repu- 
tation is based: 

”We call for a total cuh- 
tural revolution, which wUl 
eliminate the need for 
power as we know* it. There 
would be no crimes sgain.st 
property, for instance, if 
there were no poor. So 
we’ll need a guaranteed in- 
come, And if we do away 
with victimless crime as 
well, the total crime prrv 
blem W'iU be less, so there 
will bs a smaller need for a 

repressive agency/’* 

Beal’s Ironic definition til 
prisons: ”See, the cops w'cre 
worried because if the crime 
rate dropped off they would 
be out of a job. So they set 



up these schools, sec, w^here 
crime can be taught and 
passed along fro m one ge n- 
eration to the next. 

Told that this sounds like 
satire worth}’’ of Swift, Beal 
shrugged and threw away a 
line: ’’That’s how my mind 
works/’ A minute later, how- 
ever, he was saying that he 
liked the sound of the “peo- 
ple’s militia” in Yugoslavia, 
apparently taking the term 
at face value in all Innoc- 
ence, and was divulging the 
profound fact that ’’Stalin 
didn’t eliminate the state at 
all/’ ~ ^ . 


He feels that the women’i 
equality movement, despite 
distractions by publicity- 
• seekers, has a great deal to 
offer, for “women under- 
stand that the nuclear fam- 
ily is the cornerstone of the 
state, emulating a father 
who is unable to love and 
whose only emotional latis- 
faction is In belonging to a 
team, a company, an army 
or something*” Women, he 
said, are trying to break 
down that pattern in favor 
of a broader one, a perma- 
nent commune that would 
give children contacts with 
many adults and not im- 
prison them with the hang- 
ups of their parents. 

“The proof that they’re 
right,” he /smiled, “li that 
Nixon is against day-c^e 
centers.” ' 

Polite wdth strangers but 


knowm to his best friends at 
a zealot w’ho never hesitated 
to criticize and Instruct even 
as he ate their food, ana- 
lyzed by his mother, Mrs. 
Margery Beal of East Lan- 
sing, Mich., -as a champion 
of the underdog who had 
been socially rejected by the 
rich kids he had gone to 
high school with, Irving 
Dana Beal seems to be a 
young man who is somewhat 
uneasy about the hostilities 
he senses within hi mself. 
And if hii generation of 
tniddle-class, TV-reared 
Americans has any singlt 
distinguishing mark It must 
be this anxiety, created per- 
haps by a belief that the 
smiling manikini of televi- 
sion’s never-never-land ar# 
really 'What the world aup- 
, poses people to be like, that 
anger is a new Invention, 
that rage a lone mak es revo- 
lutionary.^^

situated themselves in such a manner that traffic in both 
rror-ee'^'*' ons nr. VJ-nsbir>f» Boulevard v;as blocked. After rhree 
to four minutes of this action, the. demonstrators retiuyied 
to the sidewalk in front- of the headquarters and continued 
‘ picketing. At approximately.lltAo a.m. about 30 of the 
d’einonstrators proceeded from the headquarters to the front 
■entrance of a Bank of America building located at. I 608 
VJilshire .Boulevard. The demonstrators blocked the baric 
entrance -for around ten minutes and then approximately 22 
Mf them proceeded to the center of Wilshire Boulevard, 
again blocking both directions of' traffic by standing 
across the entire street with their arms locked. At this 
time,' Los Angeles Police Department officers approached 
the demonstrators. The demonstrators left the street and 
scattered in various directions. Three individuals were 
arrested at this time. So.me five minutes later, Los ^ 
Angeles Police Department officers arrested seven additional 
demonstrators in front of Nixon For President headquarters .

On July 9, 1972, from about 2t30 PM, a srooke-ln 
was held at Flamingo Park which was promoted by the ZIP 
faction of the YIP and supported by YIP.

On July 11, 1972, a demonstration was held at th« ' 
Doral Hotel, Miami Beach, which hotel is the headquarters of ■. 
Senator MC GOVERN, Presidential candidate. The demonstrators . 
arrived at about 2:15 P.M., and there were about 100 at this 
time. The demonstration was organized in place of the proposed 
SOS demonstration at the Miami Beach Police Department, which 
had originally been scheduled for 2:00 P.M. This alternate ‘ 
demonstration had been organized by SOS, the Zlppies, Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, WAM, and other groups present 
in the Flamingo Park area. By 3:00 P.M., the number of ^ 
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individuals at this demonstration had risen to 400 to 500.' . - 
The demonstrators attempted to enter the door of the hotel,-- 
to begin with, but were turned back by the Florida Highway 
Patrol and membes of other local police agencies. However, • 
law enforcement personnel were requested by the IfC GOVERN 
delegation and hotel management to allow the demonstrators 
to continue their actions. Subsequently, the demonstrators 
again approached the hotel lobby and were allowed to enter. 
About 300 of them got into the lobby, occupied the lobby, 
and moved into a ballroom off the lobby. The general purpose 
of the demonstration was to get Senator HC GOVERN to speak to 
them concerning his policies on Vietnam and on tax reform.

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The following is a summary of an interview of 
RUBIN broadcast on FM Radio Station WBUS, 93. 3« on June 26, 
1972, at 7*30 PM* 

The program was billed as a "Convention Report" by 
YIP leader JERRY R>IBIN and ED SENDERS ^f the "FUX Group." 

The first topic discussed was the action of the 
Miami City Council on June 23, 1972, to deny campsites to 
demonstrators on Miami Beach during the forthcoming Democratic 
and Republican Conventions. 
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JERKY RUBIN predicted that the Miami City Council 
would reverse itself on this matter because the City Council 
did not want to remain in the 18th Century, He ccmmented 
that you cannot wage a genocide war like Vietnam and not 
expect anyone to come to protest, and you cannot have people 
come to protest without providing a place for them to stay, 

RUBIN stated that the Republicans are pressuring 
the Miami Beach Cj ty Council to be non-cooperative during the 
Democratic Convention, because the Republicans want the 
Democrats to be embarrassed by a riot. He added that his 
group was going to avoid any kind of confrontation during the 
Democratic Convent ion because this would fall "right into 
the hands of the reactionaries around the country." He said 
that all of their (the YIPs) activities would be aimed at 
the deleaates, old people and to the world through the news 
media, and he predicted that it would be peacable. 

ED SANDf EIS Stated that beginning Sunday, July 2, 

1972, and on each Sunday thereafter, there would be "Free Share 
Feasts of the Ages", with food, music and dancing. He noted 
that watermelons were now in season and that many juicy 
watermelons would be provided for humans o£ all ages to enjoy. 

SANDERS also stated that there would be poetry by 
himself and ALAN GINSBERG, and that they were also planning 
a "midnight poetry reading" of "poets against the war" and 
that in connection with this they were trying to get GERMAIN 
GREER. 

SANDERS added that they planned to make a "NIXON 
Watermelon Face" at the "Feast of the Ages" and he explained 
that they plaiuied to make a face of RICHARD NIXON out of 
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500 watermelons ard then eat the watermelons. He said that 
this would either take place at Lunvnus Park or on the golf 
course at Miami Beach next Sunday at 2t00 PM, 

RUBIN labeled as “jive" the stationing of Federal 
Troops at the places that the protestor s lad been asking for 
to use as camp sites. He noted that these places had been 
prohibited to the "Yippies" because of a desire to preserve 
the **puttinq green," He predicted that the National Guard 
would make the golf course into an ugly battlefield whereas 
he said the "Yippjee" would have made it a place of beauty, 

RUBIN irvlted everyone listening to come to the 
first demonstration of the "Convention Season" which is to 
take place at 2:00 PM on Thursday, June 29, 1972, at Mieuni 
Beach, The purpore of the demonstration is to show people 
what a demonstration is and it will be a peaceful, 
legal protest of the turning of Miami Beach into a "Saigon," 
that is the bringing in of tanks, paratroopers, police and 
the army# and the treating of the "Yippies" economic problems 
with military solutions. He added that the assembly will 
take place somev/here around the Miami Beach Convention 
Hall, the exact place to be announced later, and that the

On July 14, 1972, an Agent of the FBI reported that 
a meeting of non-delegates was held at the Jewish Cultural 
Center, 5th and Lenox Avenue, Miami Beach, Florida, for the 
purpose of planning strategy during the Republican Convention. 
DANA BEAL stated that a large number of persons would in itself 
be able to congest the area around the Convention Center to 
the point where movement in that area by delegates would be 
greatly impaired. BEAL stated that it would be Inappropriate 
to have less protest activity against NIXON than that displayed 
during the Democratic Convention. BEAL stated further that 
as a result of his experiences during the May Day demonstrations 
in Washington, D.C., in May, 1971, he believed, as did others, . 
that rather than having stationary acts of civil disobedience - 
such as sit-down activities, mobile civil disobedience as 
manifested by small groups engaging in bit and run tactics 
throughout the city would be more effective.

III. ACTIVITIES OF YIP IN NEWYJRK CITY AREA 
A, Musical Rock Concert In Central Park. NYC 

On October 1, 197^* a representative of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) observed a musical rock concert 
at the Central Park Bandshell, Central Park, NYC, sponsored 
by the Society for the Advancement of Non-Verbal Communication (SANVC] 
and a group representing themselves as YlP-Zlpples.

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After the rock concert about I 5 - 20 persons carrying 
a YIP-Zipple banner entitled "We Are All Mate With Attica State” 
to show support for the Attica Brigade, inarched to a Nixon 
Campaign Headquarters located in the Hotel Roosevelt, Madison 
Avenue at 45 th Street, NYC, Several members of the group 
entered the lobby of the hotel but left peaceably when 
requested to do so. There were no further incidents and 
the demonstration disintegrated shortly thereafter. 


The Attica Brigade was initially formed 
to support prison inmates of Correctional 
institutions by organizing demonstrations 
and to expose the prison and “U. S, 
Imperialist System," The group has come 
to view Itself as a vanguard antl-lmperlallst 
action organization. 


B, YIP Halloween Demonstration . 

On October 3 I# 1972, representatives of the FBI 
observed approximately 100 individuals gather at Washington 
Square, NYC, for a YIP sponsored Halloween Demonstration, 
The purpose of the demonstration was to bum President 
RICHARD NIXON in effigy and to march to 11th Street, NYC, 
the Bite of a destroyed Weatherman bomb factory to raise 
up the spirit of "Rebel Martyrs" who died in an explosion 
while making bombs.

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Weathermart> formerly a faction of Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS), controlled 
the SDS National Office from June, I969, 
until its closing in February, I97O. 

Weatherman then entered an underground 
status and adopted a tactic of "strategic 
sabotage," with police and military 
Installations designated as primary targets, 

SDS was founded during June, 1962, at 
Port Huron, Michigan, .and in the 1960*s 
functioned as the leatdlng New Left campus- 
based student organization in the United 
States, ‘From a stance of "participatory 
democracy, " the SDS moved to a radical- 
revolutionary position. It maintained a 
national office at I608 West Madison Street, 

Chicago, Illinois, until February, 1970, 

Internal factionalism during I969 produced 
three main factions: Weatherman, Revolutloneiry 

Youth Movement (RYM), and Worker Student 
Alliance (WSA), The Weatherman and RYM no 
longer consider themselves associated with 
the SDS, Ihe WSA faction continues to use 
the name SDS, 

Various speakers were heard to denounce President 
NIXON and his Vietnam policy. Chants of "Die Nixon Die" 
and "No More Yeaji's" were hesird during the speeches, 

A diammy with a NIXON face was then burned in effigy. 

After marching to the site of the Weathermain bomb factory, 
wltch-llke chants were heard enhorting the spirits of 
deceased "rebel martyrs" who died in the explosion, which was 
to give those present at the demons1;jratlon a "new spirit of 
militancy." "Toy" machine guns were carried by approximately 
five individuals during chants at 11th Street. 

After returning to Washington Square, other speakers 
were hesucd denouncing President NIXON and his Vietnam War 
policies. At the end of the hour long demonstration, a peace 
symbol was burned with demonstrators holding heinds and marching 
around it.

The final article on Page 6, discusses the need 
for a mailing list and for individuals arovind the country 
to let the YIP Newsletter in NY know their address and what 
their activities eure. 
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An Octobe^ 1972, issue of a 1$ page YIP Newsletter 
entitled, "Yipster Times , was listed as being published by 
the YIP News Service, Box 384, Staten Island, NY, 10302.

in Miami, Florida. An article urged all supporters to attend 
the YIP Thanksgiving Conclave in Columbus, Ohio, November 22 - 26

One article allegedly appeared in the September 26, 
1972 issue of the Daily Iowan , a student publication at the 
University of Iowa, Iowa City, Iowa.
